Coroner’s inquest over the body 
of George A. Cowden, 4616 West- 
view Avenue, Los Angeles, who 
died Thursday from injuries re- 
ceived Wednesday, when the mot- 
orcycle he was riding dashed in- 
to a ditch near Etiwanda, revealed 
that his death was accidental.

Constable J. A. Larson of Cuca- 
monga, who investigated the acci- 
dent, said that Cowden was seen 
riding along the road at a moder- 
ate rate of speed when suddenly 
his machine appeared to strike an 
obstruction and run over an em- 
bankment to one side of the road. 
No other vehicle was near him at 
the time, as far as could be learn- 
ed. 

Found beside his motorcycle 
with his skull fractured and in an 
unconscious condition, he was 
given first aid and rushed to the 
hospital by Dr. A. L. Weber of 
Cucamonga. Little hope was held 
for his recovery from the first 
and he died a few hours later at 
the hospital without regaining 
consciousness. His wife, notified 
by Chief J. F. Sawver of Upland, 
arrived at the hospital Wednesday 
afternoon.

It was 
admitted, however, that it would 
run into the hundreds of dollars. 

Among the acts which the 
youths committed were the turn- 
ing on of the fire hose in the 
basement, flooding all of the 
rooms in that part of the building 
and doing considerable damage. 
The upsetting of ink bottles and 
the smearing of ink over the walls, 
floors and desks, the tearing up of 
books, school records and other 
valuable papers, and numerous 
other acts of similar nature. 

No School Monday 

The condition of the school was 
such on Monday morning when 
the building was opened that all 
classes dismissed for the 
day. 

It is said that local of- 
ficers were in possession of clews 
which would undoubtedly have led 
to the apprehension of the boys 
had not the youths confessed.

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Oil Industry Talk 

That the petroleum industry is 
not a game for individuals and 
can only be carried on success- 
fully by the concentration of much 
capital, was the declaration Tues- 
day afternoon of C. B. Lyon, sub- 
station superintendent in this dis- 
trict for the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, in a talk before members 
of the Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce at their weekly forum 
luncheon at the Hotpoint Club. 

Mr. Lyon took for his subject 


“The Petroleum Industry As It 
Affects Everyday Life’”’ Declar- 
ing that the ordinary layman 


knows very little about the de- 
velopment and refinement of oil, 
the speaker briefly outlined some- 
thing of methods of production, 
transportation, manufacture and 
sale of oil products. 

Production methods, Mr. Lyon 
said, had progressed considerably 
since the coming of the geological 
survey, making it possible to tell 
to some extent where oil may be 
expected to be found, but added 
that drilling was the only sure 
way. Most scientists agreed, the 
speaker said, that petroleum was 
the result of organic matter and 
animal life deposits along the 
sea coast. 

The speaker went on to tell 
how the crude oil is transported 
from the wells to the refineries by 
pipe lines, the refineries usually 
being located at the coast so that 
the refined products may be ship- 
ped both by water and rail. He 
declared that approximately 500 
different products are now manu- 
factured from the crude oil, in- 
cluding gasoline, kerosene, lubri- 
cating oils, candles, medicines and 
many others. 

By way of showing the magni- 
tude of the oil industry, Mr. Lyon 
recited that in the production de- 
partment of his company there 
are 78 different classifications of 
employees; 71 in the transporta- 
tion department; 140 in the manu- 
facturing department and 80 in 
the sales department, as well as 
a big shipping department and a 
medical department. 

Mr. Lyon told of the greatly in- 
creased facilities for distribution 
of oil products on the Pacific 
Coast during recent years and _ re- 
cited the advantages that his com- 
pany ogers to the young man of 
ability for business advancement, 
He declared that 13,000 of the em- 
ployes of the Standard Company 
are stockholders and therefore a 
part of the company. 

L. W. Aubrey, Ontario manager 
of the Standard Oil Company, 
served as chairman of the lunch- 
eon meeting, which was opened 
by H. M. Shattuck, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce. Com- 
munity singing was led by George 
B. Harding with Mrs. Clara Dos- 
singer at the piano.
